Virginia follows and 
attempts to save him but McCrea is tricked into showing himself in the open and 
is picked off at a distance by a sharpshooter. In a final desperate stand Virginia 
and McCrea go down together in a hail of bullets.

Woods 
lifted his hands and seemed help- 
less. But as McCrea turned to 
leave, Woods snatched a gun 
from a dresser drawer and fired, 
knocking a hunk out of a door 
frame close to McCrea. The lat- 
ter went to the floor then, his 
own gun blazing. Another shot 
came his way and caught him in 
the left shoulder, but he put a 
couple of finishing slugs into 
Woods. 

“Cut!” said Walsh. “Very 
good!”

Virginia Mayo came into the 
kiva, an Indian council house 
built on Stage 4 at Warner Bros. 
Studios, and said, “I want to talk 
to you, Mr. McQueen.” 

“Help yourself,” said Joel Mc- 
Crea, who in “Colorado Terri- 
tory” is a notorious outlaw 
named Wes McQueen. He 
watched interestedly as the girl 
walked across the earthen floor 
and, with a hitch of her swing- 
ing skirt, perched provocatively 
on a table. 

She began a plea to be al- 
lowed to remain in the mountain 
hideout, where McCrea, John 
Archer and James Mitchell were 
staying while a train robbery 
was being planned. McCrea had 
ordered her to leave the place, 
but she obviously didn’t want to 
leave McCrea. 

Miss Mayo used considerably 
more than logic in her argument. 
She used all the feminine wiles 
in the power of a beautiful girl 
who isn’t overburdened with 
clothes or inhibitions. She was 
appealing, revealing, soft, pliant, 
entreating and promising. 

“Cut!” said Director Raoul 
Walsh when the scene was fin- 
ished. 

“Sorry, it’s no good,” said the 
man who was monitoring the 
sound. “I keep picking up a pe- 
culiar noise—a sort of throbbing 
sound, like a heart beat.” 

“MINE!” came the chorus of 
wisecracks from at least three 
workers on the set. 

It wasn’t a cardiac disturb- 
ance, however. It was a mechani- 
cal pump at work outside the 
sound stage. 


Director Knows 
His Customers 


For atmospheric background 
at a stagecoach station in “Colo- 
rado Territory,’ Director Raoul 
Walsh arranged several Indians 
and told them to talk together 
while Joel McCrea, Dorothy Ma- 
lone and Oliver Blake played a 
scene before the Warner Bros. 
camera. 

In the first rehearsal, the In- 
dians dutifully mumbled, but 
without any movement. Walsh 
called the interpreter and asked 
for more animation. “Tell ’em to 
forget they’re being  photo- 
graphed,” he said. “Tell ’em to 
talk about what crazy people the 
picture makers are.” 

That did it. The Indians 
grinned and gestured as they 
chatted about the white men 
who paid them so well just for 
sitting in the sun.

Joel McCrea worked every day, 
all day, in “Colorado Territory” 
for Warner Bros. Under Raoul 
Walsh’s direction, he scrambled 
up cliffs, ran through brush and 
swamps, galloped his horse over 
dangerous terrain and engaged 
in hand-to-hand fights.

He haltingly explained that 
they used to char a piece of dead 
mesquite wood and bind it hot on 
the wound to draw out the poi- 
son. He said they also used to 
boil herbs for a brew that helped 
counteract the venom. 

“And what do they do now?” 
asked Miss Mayo. 

“Damn quick call doctor!” said 
the Indian.
